f! Prte iereral reliable eonrces* the history of the various Albanian groups* 
presently located outside of Italy* is substantially as fohlewst 

The BALL! KOOTBTAB (fetional Promt) movement wi organised in Albania 
in j^ril 1939* shortly if ter the occupation of Albania by Italian Fascist 
groups* The group was organised initially to combat the fascist occupiers, 
and until 19 bl mas the only organised group of the resistance forces* 

In,19bl t after the date of Russia* s entranoo Into the War* the rarlous; 
small groups of Communists existing in Albania organised* but refused to collaborate 
vlth IALXiX XOMBSTAP in their eewon struggle against the Fascist occupier. 

Probably* the C om m unis t a refused to collaborate place their group uae almost 
entirely dependent on otbr oources. 
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In 19^3, the Communists ceased fighting the Fascists mad turned against 
BALli IDKKBTAB, this ciril straggle lasted v^til Sbtamber 19^4. at uhidh time f 
coninddent vith the arrival of Tugeslar* Bulgarian* and Russian troops on the 
Albanian borders; the Comrnuhiots vere able 'to usurp complete control of A lbania * 
This meant that all the leaders of the Albanian resistance groups (BAXttt ICKBWTAR* 
and later the K0HARG5IS?F groip under General Abas KBPI) had to leave Albania 
and go into exile* Most of these persons escaped either into Greece or across 
the Adriatic Sea into Italy, 

Midhat FRASHEEI* the leader of BAU»I X0M3KBTAB, folloved by other princi^sl 
exponents of the groxxp* and ether resistance leaders* established themselves 
in italy in order to continue the struggle for the national liberation of Albanlaf 
To this first nucleus it political emigrants there were joined later other- 
thousands of Albanian escapees* 
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BALy KOMBDfTAB , in exile, organised the propaganda against the Albanian 
ComjmmiS.t regime, publishing various periodicals and mag&sines, the principal 
one being the newspaper FLAMtSU* 

In 19^i, BALLI F0KB1TAR took the initiative and created the Jfe|l£n ^ Committee 
for a Free Albania , to which there adhered also the Albanian Monarchical 
Party (created in Albania in 19^3 by General Abas TOP) and a few individuals 
who had distinguished themselves during the resistance struggle* Midhat 1BA5HSBI, 
President of BALLI FOMBKTAR, was also elected President of the lational Committee 
for Free Albania. Kldhat FBASHERI died three months after the formation of this 
Committee, and Hasan IX) ST I was named to the Presidency of both BALLI I0MB8TAB and 
the Rational Committee ^or a Free Albania* 

later in 19^9 at the Comittee* s convention in Maples, it was decided the 
alignment of the Committee would be along agricultural lines since 9^6 of Albania 1 s 
economy 1 e based on agricultural output.

Sella DAMAJTI, in 1955* s member of the Bxecutive Conalttee of the lational Committee ° 
for a Free Albania, end a high ranking member of the Monarchical Party, stated, 

In substance, that the split in the Committee was not on ly motivated V the 3 
acceptance of the HDHPEHHEHT BLOC members but also through personal animosities 

and jealousies amongst the various leaders of factions.

Thus, to return to Subject, latter was an early member of BALL! XOMBWAB In 
AlbaM^f ought in the organization both against Fascists and, later, against 
Communists. Hs escaped into Greece in Bbvember 19*5 and remained there in various 
refugee camps until March I 9 A 9 , at which time he was transferred to Bari, Italy, 
under the auspices of the International Refugee Organisation (XBfr)* Subject has been) 
in various Italian refugee camps since above date. He had applied for immigration 
visa to the Belted States in I 95 I under the Displaced Persona Act and had been 
cleared from a security point ef view (documents in visa; folder)* 

In 1955, Subject had accompanied an Albanian to this Consulate, an applicant 
for an immigration visa to the United States, and was permitted to servi) as an 
Interpreter. In addition, from time to time, after Subject had been investigated 
unofficially by this office, he was contacted for information concerning ethor 
Albanians and Albanian organisations. In every instance, his information was unbiased* 
accurate, and always withstood further^ investigative action by this office*

It is deened highly improbable, if not iapossible, that Subjeet has in any 
way distorted &qr facts dnr lag interviews of Albanians in this office. Our 
interrogators h p.ve had extensive experience in the interrogation of Albanian 
applicants and in the use of interpreters, and in no instance has any one af than 
/ever noted the slightest trace of dishonesty on the part of Subject during 0 
Interrogations or at any other tlae.
